Let 
us  not  appear  as  trembling  criminals,  merely  seeking 
to  escape. — “We  are  not  come  to  the  mount  that 
might  not  be  touched” — which  breathes  forth  only 
flames,  but  “  to  Mount  Zion,  the  city  of  the  living 
God”— of  our  G’ofi— of  otir  Father.  Let  us  come

■  first  kindled.  There  are  various  accounts:  it  is  said 
that  it  was  first  sent  from  Kilmayne,  frona  Blessington, 
from  New  Ross,  and  from  Roscrea ;  that  lightning  con¬ 
sumed  houses  in  New  Ross,  and  that  the  holy  turf  was 
first  kindled  at  its  fire,  &.C.,  but  it  is  certain  that  the  whole 
of  the  central  counties  of  Ireland  are  thrown  into  a 
singular  state  of  agitation.  Yesterday  along  the  whole 
line  of  the  grand  canal  from  Dublin  to  Shannonharbour, 
people  might  be  seen  running.  The  captain  of  one  of 
the  packet-boats  that  arrived  in  this  city  last  night, 
saw  a  turf-cutter  running  along  the  bank  in  the  Bog  of 
Allen,  to  whom  he  owetl  some  money  for  fuel.  He 
called  to  him,  “Paddy,  get  in, and  I’ll  pay  you  now.

We  cannot  receive  this  messenger  properly  without 
being  fully  acquainted  with  its  errand.  To  me,  it  seems 
the  first  great  object  is,  to  present  a  new  tnid  visible 
demonstration  of  the  existence  and  providence  oj  a 
Supreme  Bewg — a  truth  never  so  openly  denied  by 
jnany — never  so  boldly  avowed  as  unworthy  to  bo  ac¬ 
knowledged  by  our  nation.  Philosophy  and  science 
arc  both'at  fault : — and  can  only  stand  still  and  wait 
to  see  the  judgment  and  the  .‘salvation  of  God.  Tliey 
“cannot  tell  whence  it  cometh  or  whither  it  goelh,” 
and  probably  for  years  the  public  press  has  not  so  dis¬ 
tinctly  admitted  the  finger  of  God  in  any  public 
event. 

It  is  also  an  evidence  of  the  existence  of  a  moral 
government,  which  most  men  feel,  if  they  do  not  ac¬ 
knowledge.  It  docs  compel  men  to  discern  between 
the  righteous  and  the  wicked.  It  docs  show  that  by 
the  very  constitution  of  our  natures,  godliness  and  its 
attendant  virtues  are  “  profitable  for  the  life  which 
now  is.” 

It  is  a  great  lesson  peculiarly  needed  in  our  country 
on  the  duty  of  prudence  in  preserving  health,  and  of 
maintaining  cleanliness  as  one  of  its  essential  means. 
To  guard  against  disease  while  in  health  is  regarded 
among  u.‘»,  probably  more  than  in  any  nation  on  eaith, 
as  the  mark  of  a  weak  or  disordered  imagination,  ra¬ 
ther  than  of  prudence  and  wisdom. — 'f'lioiisands  are 
yearly  sacrificed  by  tliis  neglect ;  and  requisitions  of 
cleanliness  like  those  which  God  gave  to  his  chosen 
people,  and  which  doubtless  had  no  small  share  in 
their  une.xampled  and  permanent  increase,  by  preserv¬ 
ing  them  from  the  diseases  which  now  waste  the  same 
regions,  would  be  regarded  as  a  yoke  too  grievous  to 
be  borne.  The  ignorance  anti  recklessness  on  this 
subject  which  have  been  discovered,  sometimes  even 
among  the  most  intelligent,  arc  amj)lo  evidence  that 
such  a  lesson  w’as  needed ;  and  perhaps  the  cholera, 
with  all  its  appalling  train  of  evils,  may  sa\e  more 
than  it  destroys. 

It  furnishes  also  a  motive  to  self-government,  both 
in  regard  to  appetites  and  passion,  which  may  lead 
many  to  learn  its  value  and  its  comfort,  who  would 
never  otherwise  have  acquired  the  habit.  And  it  has 
awakened  a  new'  feeling  in  regard  to  the  duty  and  the 
importance  of  providing  the  poor  with  the  means  of 
comfort  and  health. 

But  its  objects  are  not  merely  temporal.  It  is  a 
loud  warning  to  all,  that  “  in  a  day  and  an  hour  when 
wo  think  not,  the  Son  of  Man  cometh.”  It  pre¬ 
sents  no  new  truth.  It  only  makes  us  realise  more 
fully  what  we  knew  before,  that  we  7nust  die,  that  we 
matj  die  soon.  “I  cannot  die!  I  cannot  die!”  was 
the  passionate  exclamation  of  one  who  dreaded  this 
scourge,  which  strikingly  sliows  the  necessity  of  this 
lesson.  It  is  an  atcful  warning  to  the  impenitent — a 
solemn  one  to  all.  It  is  a  call  which  eacii  should  feel 
addressed  to  him.  The  vicious  cannot  mistake  it,  for 
they  are  its  first,  its  chosen  victims.  The  tirtno7is 
must  not— for  it  does  take  some  of  them,  and  it’  it  be 
but  one  in  fifty,  who  can  say  that  it  will  not  be  him¬ 
self  ?  It  is  then  peculiarly  fitted  to  lead  the  sinner  to 
reflection— to  call  ofTthe  Chri-tian  from  liLsattachment 
to  the  world — to  keep  us  ali  in  waiting  for  “  our 
Lord’s  appearing.”  ° 

It  is  sent  too  execute  just  judgment  upon  those  who 
are  a  living  pestilence,  spreading  around  them  an  in¬ 
fection  more  fatal,  diseases  more  appalling  than  anv 
which  the  body  can  sustain — diseases  whose  pangs  on 
earth  arc  only  preludes  to  the  horrors  of  “  the  second 
death.'" 

Is  this  pestilence  then,  unlike  all  other  visitations 
of  Providence,  071  wn7»jacfZ  eril Have  we  no  occa¬ 
sion  for  gratitude  to  Hod  that  he  afibrds  to  the  unbe- 


toxicating  liquors  to  excess.  In  one  street  in 
dwelt  thirteen  hundred  public  W'omcn,  twelve  hundred 
W’ere  swept  away  by  the  disease.  In  Montreal,  after 
1*300  had  been  attacked,  a  Montreal  paper  says,  not  a 
drunkard  who  has  been  attacked  has  recovered  of  the 
disease,  and  almost  all  the  victims  have  been  at  least 
moderate  drinkers.  In  tiio  ea.stern  countries,  where 
the  use  of  opium  is  prevalent,  it  has  raged  more  furious¬ 
ly  than  any  where  else. 

The  pestilence  broke  out  in  this  country  among 
emigrants  who  had  been  living  for  weeks  in  numbers 
of  from  500  to  1000  in  confined  vessels.  It  breeds  in 
narrow  streets,  close  rooms,  dirty  houses,  and  infects 
filthy  bodies. 

Awful  consternation  pervades  those  who  live  in  fear 
of  death.  Although  the  mortality  from  the  disease 
which  the  temperate  have  to  fear,  judging  by  the  course 
of  the  disease  in  Europe,  is  but  one  in  about  3000,  yet 
this  fear  of  death  and  disease  regularly  causes  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  the  panic,  to  fall  victims.  The  conduct  of  the 
people  during  the  prevalence  of  plagues  has  cither  be¬ 
come  more  solemn  or  more  frivolous.  The  plague  of 
I/ondon  and  the  yellow  fever  of  Philadelphia  filled  both 
the  Churches  and  the  bar  rooms.  In  Montreal  the  sailors 
and  labouring  classes  have  been  recklessly  indulging 
themselves  in  Bacchanalian  revelries  to  drown  the 
voice  of  conscience. 

In  Europe,  at  the  lowest  calcfilation,  five-sixths  of 
those  who  have  yielded  to  the  destroyer  have  been 
frequenters  of  gluttony,  intemperance  and  debauchery. 
Tlie  prospect  is  also,  not  that  this  desolation  will  sweep 
once  only  over  the  land  and  then  disappear,  but  that  it 
may  become  permanently  located  among  us  as  in  In¬ 
dia:  for  in  the  cities  of  Europe,  where  it  was  supposed 
the  danger  was  over,  the  disease  has  again  broke  out 
with  new  violence. 

Moral. —  When  thy  judgments  arc  abroad  in  the 
earth,  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  will  learn  wisdom. 
In  the  course  of  providence,  vice  meets  with  its  own 
reward.  It  has  in  itself  the  seed  of  disease  and  origi¬ 
nates  them  itself.  All  unnatural  stimulants  and  licen¬ 
tious  dissipation  as  surely  predispose  for  the  cholera 
and  other  diseases,  as  temperate  drinking  to  making 
drunkards. — Cleanliness  and  temperate  eating  appear 
to  be  in  kind  as  much  a  duty  to  preserve  health  at  all 
time.s,  as  abstinence  from  debauchery. — A  good  con¬ 
science  is  the  surest  preventative  of  morbid  fear;  and 
a  quiet  conscience  can  only  be  produced  by  a  religious 
performance  of  our  duty  to  ourselves,  our  neighbours 
and  our  Creator.  Godliness  is  profitable  both  for  the 
life  that  now  is  and  that  which  is  to  come.

R  E  M  A  R  U  A  n  L  E  CIRCUMSTANCE. 

Two  or  three  weeks  since,  on  a  Saturday  evening, 
three  jovial  young  men  of  this  city,  who  were  of 
rather  intemperate  habits,  met  at  their  accustomeil 
haunt,  a  tavern  in  Broadway.  In  the  course  of  their 
conversation,  says  one  of  them  to  another,  calling  him 
fiimilinrly  by  his  given  name, — “  If  I  die  of  the  Cholera, 
wo’nt  you  see  me  decently  laid  out  and  buried  1”  The 
one  addressed  answered  in  the  atfirmative,  and  in  his 
turn  made  a  similar  request  of  the  third,  which  was 
acceded  to— while  the  third  asked  the  same  favor  for 
himself  should  he  die  before  them.  This  was  all  done 
jocularly  and  in  apparent  high  spirits.  That  same 
night  the  first  one  was  taken  with  Cholera,  and  on 
Sunday  he  needed  the  offices  performed  to  his  dead 
body  which  he  had  engaged.  Tlie  second  was  taken 
sick  soon  after  he  had  buried  his  friend,  and  on  Mon¬ 
day  the  third  one  was  called  to  fulfil  his  promise — and 
before  Wednesday  the  third  one  himself  was  in  his 
grave.  These  are  facts  well  autheniicated,  and  names 
would  bo  given  were  it  not  for  wounding  the  feelings 
f  friends.  One  of  the  pi  rsons,  at  least,  had  been  in  a 
station  of  usefulness  and  trust  previous  to  his  irregu¬ 
lar  habits. 

On  Friday  w'eek  a  labouring  man  in  the  Eighth 
Ward  of  this  citv,  who  had  been  long  in  the  habit  of

I  will  now 
give  you  a  short  history  of  Christian  Frederick 
Schwartz,  and  you  will  very  soon  find  out 
for  yourself  the  meaning  of  the  word  mission¬ 
ary. 

A  hundred  and  four  years  have  passed  away, 
since  Christian  Frederick  Schwartz  was  horn  in 
Germany.  But  because  he  was  one  of  the  best 
men  that  ever  lived,  he  will  never  be  forgotten. 
Howard,  and  Gardiner,  and  Boerhaave  lived  more 
than  a  hundred  years  ago, — Hale,  and  Leighton, 
and  Boyle  lived  two  hundred  years  ago, — King 
Alfred  lived  a  thousand  years  ago — and  because 
they  were  all  good  men,  and  set  good  examples, 
they  are  not  forgotten,  and  they  never  will  be 
forgotten.  The  histories  of  them  are  of  very 
great  use  ;  for  while  we  and  other  people  read, 


of  powder  in  a  fort  near  which  he  was,  took  fire 
and  killed  and  wounded  many  persons  all  around 
him,  but  not  even  a  hair  of  his  head  was  hurt 
At  another  time,  he  was  in  a  city  where  more 
than  a  thousand  people  got  sick  and  died  in  a  few 
days,  hut  Schwartz  the  Missionary  was  not  even 
sick  for  a  moment.  And  as  God  was  with  him 
and  took  care  of  him  while  he  lived,  God  was 
with  him  and  took  care  of  him  when  he  came  to 
die.  He  was  not  afraid  to  die,  for  he  knew  that 
God  loved  him,  and  would  at  last  take  him  to 
heaven.  And  if  God  loves  you,  my  dear  Frede 
rick,  you  too  need  not  be  afraid  to  die;  you  too 
will  at  last  go  to  heaven. 

A  few  days  before  he  died,  the  good  .Missionary 
sent  this  message  to  all  tlie  other  Missionaries  in 
Ifihdoostan  :  “  Tell  them  to  he  faithful,"  that  is 
to  do  all  that  they  ought  to  do,  and  sav  all  tint 


and  speak,  and  think  about  these  good  men,  we  j  they  ought  to  say.  He  had  received 


may  learn  to  live  as  they  lived,  and  to  die  as 
they  died. 

Wiien  Christian  Frederick  Schwartz  was  a  man, 
he  became  a  minister.  One  day  he  hid  good-bye 
to  all  his  relations  and  friends ;  and  he  set  out

Tlie  tbllowing  fact  is  worthy  of  being  considered  by 
the  friends  and  patrons  of  Tlieatres: 

“During  the  progress  of  the  most  ferocious  revolu¬ 
tion  which  over  shocked  the  face  of  heaven,  theatres, 
in  Paris  alone,  multiplied  from  six  to  twenty-five. 
Now,  one  or  two  conclusions  follows  from  this:  either 
the  spirit  of  the  times  produced  these  institutions,  or 
the  institutions  cherished  the  spirit  of  the  times;  and 
this  will  certainly  prove  that  they  are  either  the  pa¬ 
rents  of  vice,  or  the  offspring  of  it.” 

The  infidel  philosopher,  Rousseau,  declared  himself 
to  bo  of  the  opinion  that  the  theatre  is  in  all  cases,  a 
school  of  vice.  Though  he  had  himself  written  for 
the  stage,  yet,  when  it  was  proposed  to  establish  a 
theatre  in  the  city  of  Geneva,  he  wrote  against  the 
project  with  zeal  and  great  force,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  every  friend  of  pure  morals  ought  to  op¬ 
pose  it. 

Sir  John  Ilawkin.s  in  his  life  of  Johnson,  observes  : 
“  Although  it  is  said  of  plays  that  they  teach  morality, 
and  of  the  stage  that  it  is  the  mirror  of  human  life — 
these  assertions  are  mere  declamation,  and  have  no 
foundation  in  truth  or  experience.  On  the  contrary, 
a  play-hou.se  and  the  regions  about  it,  are  the  very 
hot-beds  of  vice.” 

Archbishop  Tillotson,  after  some  pointed  and  forci¬ 
ble  reasoning  against  it,  pronounces  the  play-house  to 
bo  “  the  devil’s  chapel,”  and  “  a  nursery  of  licentious¬ 
ness  and  vice,”  and  “a  recreation  that  ought  not  to 
be  allowed  among  a  civilized,  much  less  a  Christian 
people.” 

Bishop  Collier  solemnly  declares  that  ho  was  per¬ 
suaded  that  “  nothing  had  done  more  to  debauch  the 
age  in  which  he  lived,  than  the  stage  jwets  and  the 
play-house.” 

Sir  Matthew  Hale,  having  in  early  life  experienced 
the  pernicious  elTecls  of  attending  the  theatre,  re¬ 
solved,  when  he  came  to  I^ondon,  never  to  see  a  play 
again,  and  to  this  resolution  he  adhered  through  life. 

Even  the  heathen  jihilosopher,  Plato,  understood 
the  miscliievoiis  tendency  of  theatres :  “  Plays,  he  says, 
raise  the  passions,  and  pervert  the  use  of  them,  and 
aro  of  courso  dangerous  to  morality.”

The  annexed  beautiful  extracts  aro  taken  from  a 
sermon  preached  by  the  loved  and  much  lamented  IIe- 
EER,  a  sliort  time  before  his  departure  for  India : 

“  Life  bears  us  on  like  the  stream  of  a  mighty  river. 
Our  boat,  at  first,  glides  down  the  narrow  channel, 
through  the  playful  murmuring  of  the  little  brook 
and  the  winding  of  its  grassy  border.  The  trees 
shed  their  blossoms  over  our  young  heads,  the  flowers 
on  the  brink  seem  to  ofTer  themselves  to  our  young 
hands ;  we  are  happy  in  hope,  and  we  grasp  eagerly 
at  the  beauties  around  us — but  the  stream  hurries  ou 
and  still  our  hands  are  empty. 

“  Our  course  in  youth  and  manhootl  is  along  a  w’idcr 
and  deeper  flood,  amid  objects  more  striking  and  mag¬ 
nificent.  We  are  animated  by  the  moving  picture  of 
enjoyment  and  industry  passing  before  us; — w'c  are 
excited  by  some  short-lived  disappointment.  The 
stream  bears  us  on,  and  our  joys  and  our  griefs  are 
alike  left  behind  us.  Wo  may  be  shipwrecked,  but 
we  cannot  be  delayed  ;  whether  rough  or  smooth,  the 
river  hastens  towards  its  home,  till  the  roar  of  the 
ocean  is  in  our  ears,  and  the  tossing  of  its  waves  is 
l)cneath  our  feet,  and  the  land  lessens  from  our  eyes, 
and  the  floods  are  lifted  up  around  us,  and  we  lake 
our  leave  of  earth  and  its  inlnbitants,  until  of  our 
ftirtlier  voyage  there  is  no  witness  save  the  infinite 
and  eternal.

They  pray  to  all  these 
things,  because  they  are  so  foolish  as  to  think, 
tliat  these  things  can  hear  them  and  bless  them, 
just  as  God  hears  tis  wlieri  wc  pray  and  blesses 
us.  O  that  these  poor  Hindoos,  my  dear  Frede¬ 
rick,  could  only  hear  what  wc  hear  every  Sun¬ 
day,  and  could  only  read  what  wc  can  read  every 
day  in  our  Bibles  !  Then  they  would  know  bet¬ 
ter  than  to  worsliip  idols  ;  they  would  not  he  so 
foolish  and  so  wicked ;  they  would  he  happier 
in  tliis  world,  and  happier  in  the  world  to 
come. 

The  good  Missionary  Schwartz  thought,  that 
the  best  thing  he  could  do  was  to  go  to  llindoo- 
stan,  and  teach  the  poor  Hindoos  how  to  bo  wiser, 
and  better,  and  happier.  He  taught  them  to 
worship,  not  idols,  but  our  Father  who  is  in  hea¬ 
ven.  lie  taught  them  that  they  were  miserable 
sinners,  and  needed  some  one  to  save  them  from 
being  punished  in  the  next  world.  He  taught 
them  the  whole  historv  of

As  he  was  once  travelling  in  the  country,  he  saw 
at  a  distance  a  great  ciowd  of  people  ;  and  wlien 
he  came  near,  he  saw  an  idol  in  the  midst  of  the 
crowd,  and  all  the  people  bowing  down  and 
praying  to  the  idol,  just  as  if  it  was  God.  He 
stopped,  and  began  to  tell  them  how  foolish  ami 
how  wicked  it  was  to  do  so.  lie  told  them  about 
the  only  true  God  and  Jesus  Christ  ;  and  that  if 
they  would  pray  to  the  true  God,  to  hear  them 
and  bless  them  for  ChrisCs  sake,  he  v.ould  hear 
them  and  bless  them.  Many  of  the  idolaters 
at  once  believed  that  what  he  said  was  true, 
and  confessed  that  they  ought  not  to  worship 
idols.  Ami  if  other  missionaries  would  go  to  the 
Hindoos,  my  dear  Fi^derick,  and  teach  them  as 
Schwartz  taught  them,  a  great  many  more 
would  believe  in  Christ,  and  would  confess  their 
sins. 

Many  of  the  pco{)lc  of  Hindoostan  heard  the 
Missionary  preach  ;  and  they  learned  what  God 
commands  in  the  Bible.  They  learned  also  how 
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and  many  of  them  learned  to  love  Jesus  while 
they  lived,  and  to  die  with  a  hope  of  going  to  be 
with  him  in  heaven.  As  tlie  Missionary  found  i  , 

many  chlltiren  who  had  no  schools  to  go  to,  and  ;  Harnsbuig.Janies  Peacock,  p..m 
no  teachers,  he  got  school-houses  and  teachers 
for  them.  He  called  together  all  the  children 
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Every  body  loved  the  Missionary,  for  they  saw 
him  always  doing  so  much  good,  that  they  knew 
he  must  he  a  good  man.  And  God  also  loved 
him,  and  took  care  of  him.
